School Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of Litchfield. 
Greeting. 

Herewith I submit my second annua! report as super- 
intendent of schools to you and through you to the people 
of the district. 

As it seemed advisable to the board, on account of the 
number of grades in the school, the comparatively large 
number of pupils in grade 1 and 11, and the difficulty of~ 
teaching junior high school subjects, to make a difference 
in the time of the sessions of the first two grades and the 
rest of the school, this plan has been carried out with com- 
mendable success. The advantages resulting from this plan 
have been, a one session school day for grades 1 and 11 with 
more intensive work, and an elimination of the care of these 
grades for the greater part of the time that the other grades 
are at work, 

Though not lavish in my expenditures for books and 
supplies, I have tried to provide the school with equipment 


in this line comparable with that furnished in the larger 
school systems of our cities. 
I have caused to be given in the schools in all grades 


above the second, in the months of October and February, 
standardized tests as follows: the Adams test in reading, 
scoring for both speed and comprehension; the Ayers test 
in handwriting, marking both speed and legibility; the 
Ayers test in spelling ; and the Harvard-Newton test in com- 
position. The markings have been carefully recorded and 
will be preserved for comparison with the results of the 
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same or similar tests given in May of this year. These tests 
have been carefully prepared by educators of known ability. 
The explicit directions for giving and scoring have largely 
eliminated the personal equation in marking. The standard- 
izing of these tests makes them a basis for comparison with 
other school systems. They will reveal the standing of the 
various classes in your school as compared with similar 
classes throughout the country, and will offer a basis for 
individual promotion. ‘These tests have also proved valu- 
able in revealing weak points where emphasis in drill or 
greater care in presentation is needed, 


The report of your school nurse shows as follows: 
number of pupils examined, 29, cases of defective vision, 3, 
defective. teeth, 11, hypertrophied tonsils, 7, unvaccinated, 
14. Number of cases treated since the last examination, 
defective vision, 2, defective teeth, 7, hypertrophied tonsils, 
1. As bad as it is, this is a credible showing compared with 
the report of last year. It should be remembered, however, 
that disregarding vaccination there are still among the 29 
children 21 cases of remedable defects which should receive 
attention. 

The housing conditions for your school children should 
receive the immediate attention of the district. A tax of 
$3.50 per $1,000 of assessed valuation, the smallest ap- 
propriation allowed by law, has given you ample funds for 
maintaining your schools and for all other school expenses, 
and you still have a sizable balance which may be ap- 
propriated for housing: purposes. 

Your present building does not conform to the minimum 
requirements of the state board of education in the matter 
of size, lighting, heating, and in other minor respects. To 
state facts baldly, had you been a poor district instead of 
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easily self-supporting, you would have been required by the 
state to attend to these matters before. 

Building conditions during the past few years have 
furnished a good reason for refusing to build or remodel 
but do not at the present time offer any such excuse. 

Now that you have a site provided for, I would suggest 
that you select at the time of your district meeting a build- 
ing committee to act in conjunction with your school board 
and that they be given sufficient authority to provide such 
housing for your school children as you are willing to 
provide. / 

Expressing my appreciation of the codperation of the 
board and the loyalty of the teacher, this report is respect- 
fully submitted.
